School 
District's 
Board of 


Trustees 
unanimously 
ap- 


proved a $150 local hike in 
teachers' salaries Tuesday. 


The local increment for the 


1974-75 school year will be $500 
annually, an increase of $150 
over the present $350 standard. 


The $500 boost is separate 


from an increase in teachers' 
base salaries scheduled by the 
state. A $600 "across the board" 
state pay raise will become 
effective in 1974-75. 


The state hike will make a 


teacher's minimum beginning 
salary $6,600. Minimum star- 
ting salary in Corsicana with 
both the state and local in- 
creases will be $7,100. 


Trustee 
Albert 
Sanders' 


motion for the $150 local pay 
increase 
was 
unanimously 


approved in a voice vote by the 
board. Supt. Joe Lindsey said 
the hike will cost the school 
district approximately $40,000. 


LINDSEY TOLD the board he 


feels the teachers "certainly

Commissioners | County Auditor Says Her Hiring 
win consider | Was Not 0/7 a Temporary Basis

County Judge Rob Dunn told the Daily Sun 


the Navarro County Commissioner's Court will 
consider District Judge Nicholson's statement 
recommending an outside audit of county 
records and his various findings at their next 
scheduled meeting, Monday, April 1. 


The judge said, "I believe there are errors on 


part of the district judge's findings. I'm 
studying his entire statement, and his com- 
ments involve more than me." He said he 
wished to reserve any other comments until the 
commissioner's open meeting Monday. 


JUDGE DUNN said that he feels "anything 


to say should be said in open court." 


Commissioner Arlon Simmons said, "After 


studying the judge's statements I feel that it 
would not be appropriate to make any 
statements without the other members of the 
court present. I personally feel that all com- 
ments should come in an open commissioner's 
meeting. 


Commissioner J.A. Penny Jr. indicated he 


also felt any statements he has on the matter 
should be made before the commissioner's 
court. 


COMMISSIONER Billy Hargrove told the 


Daily Sun Tuesday he had no comment other 
than to say that Nicholson's statement needs to 
be studied some more. 


Commissioner Ellis Montgomery also said 


Tuesday he would need more time to study the 
matter before commenting. 


The commissioners and the county judge told 


The Daily Sun that Judge Nicholson and anyone 
who has a question or interest in the matter is 
welcome to attend the meeting. 


Second Petition Filed 
For Angus Beer Sale 


ANGUS—A second application has been 


filed with the county clerk by 15 Angus 
residents requesting that an election be 
called for the purpose of determining 
whether the "sale of beer for off-premises 
consumption" shall be allowed in the city. 


County Clerk Clyve Riddels said the 


persons desiring the local option election 
now have until April 25 to submit petitions 
with signatures from at least 35 per cent of 
the qualified voters in Angus. Riddels said 
he has determined there are 127 registered 
voters in the town. 


The application requesting the beer 


election was filed after a previous election 
request was turned down Monday because 
of insufficient addresses, and signatures 
which didn't coincide with voter registration 
cards of the petitioners, according to Rid- 
dels. 


Once the required petitions are submitted 


to his office, Riddels will be responsible for 
scheduling the local option election. 


House Against Busing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — By a resounding 293- 


117 vote the House has gone on record against 
busing of school children across district lines to 
overcome segregation. 


It adopted an amendment that would permit 


busing only after all other remedies have been 
tried an failed, then limit it to the school closest 
or next closest to the pupil's home. 


The amendment was added to a bill ex- 


tending the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act (ESEA), the largest federal 
school aid program. Senate action still is 
required.

County Auditor Mary Walker 


said today that District Judge 
Don Nicholson did not inform 
her that her two-year ap- 
pointment was on a temporary 
basis until he asked her to 
resign her position in Decem- 
ber. 


Judge Nicholson, in a paid 


advertisement in The Daily Sun 
Tuesday 
recommending 
an 


outside audit of county affairs, 
stated that he and Miss Walker 
had agreed she would be ap- 
pointed temporarily until he 
could 
find 
a 
suitable 


replacement. "It was my un- 
derstanding," 
Miss 
Walker 


said, "that my appointment was 
for two years. I would not have 
taken the position if it had been 
offered to me on a temporary 
basis." 


The county auditor told The 


Daily Sun last month that Judge 
Nicholson had asked her to 
resign 
"purely 
for 
selfish 


reasons." 


The county auditor 
said, 


"When the judge asked for my 
resignation he told me he had 
not intended that my 
ap- 


pointment be for two years. He 
said he had someone to replace 
me and if I didn't resign, he 
would fire me." 


MISS WALKER said she then 


handed in a resignation which 
she rescinded the next day after 
having contacted her attorney, 
David Ralston. She said her 
attorney advised her that he felt 
"her 
appointment 
would 


stand." 


The county auditor said she 


had not had time to read 
through all of Judge Nicholson's 
statement in the ad but that she 
had read "where he implies that 
he did me a favor by appointing 
me at a salary at twice what I 
was making. There was no 
increase in salary involved. I 
am earning more in my new 
position, but my appointment 
was at a salary that the 
outgoing county auditor was 
making, which was approved by 
the 
county 
commissioner's 


court." 


Miss Walker said she had not 


discussed the judge's statement 
with her attorney, but that she 
will do what he advises her. 
"It's all in David's hands, I 
really don't know whose move it 
is right now. I don't guess he's 
(Judge Nicholson) fired me; 
there's no official order to that 
affect." 


NICHOLSON asked in his 


statement that he be "acquitted 
of a charge" from the Business 
and Professional Women's Club 
of harassing Miss Walker. To 
this Miss Walker said, "When 
someone stages a five-week sit- 
in in your office, you can call it 
what you want, but it wasn't 
exactly pleasant to have an 
outsider watching every move 
you make, and that's what it 


turned out to be." 


The 
county 
auditor 
is 


referring to Joe Brooks who she 
says was appointed by Judge 
Nicholson to serve as assistant 
county auditor when she would 
not resign in order that Brooks 
be appointed as county auditor. 
Miss Walker dismissed Brooks 
after eight days of employment 
because she said the office did 
not need the extra help. 


Brooks then continued to sit in 


the office every day and at 
times go through the records, 
according to Miss Walker. 


Judge Nicholson included in 


his statement about the county 
auditor's appointment a listing 
of several findings from his 
investigations which he said he 
feels indicate that "Navarro 
County is not being operated in 
the manner required by law." 


THE 
COUNTY 
auditor 


disagreed 
with 
one 
of 


Nicholson's findings in which he 
states that Miss Walker in- 
formed him that she performs 
substantially all of the duties of 
the county treasurer, E. L. 
Parrish, and is paid privately, 
"or on the side," for performing 
this service. He stated that the 
"check and balance" of the 
funds being managed by the 
treasurer under the supervision 
of the auditor leaves that func- 
tion 
"unaudited 
and 
un- 


controlled." 


"Mr. Parrish does not pay me 


any money; he pays assistant 
county auditor Mrs. Ola Faye 
Jamison, to do 
the clerical 


work such as the detail of 
posting 
everything 
in 
the 


books," Mrs. Walker said. "He 
endorses all the checks himself 
and disburses the county tax 
money to all the constitutional 
funds supported by taxes." 


Parrish told the Daily Sun he 


pays Miss Walker $40 a month 
to perform "partial duties of the 
treasurer." He said she helps 
him with the monthly reports 
and he endorses the checks. 
Parrish also said, "I don't think 
this leaves the "check and 
balance" 
uncontrolled 
and 


unaudited because that's the 
way it's been done for years. 
That's all I know about it." 


THE TREASURER said he 


has been in the elected position 
"for the last 12 years" and that 
the county pays him $262 a 
month, from which he pays 
Miss Walker the $40. "It's ac- 
tually a part-time job set up for 
disabled people'.'Parrish said he 
himself is in a wheelchair. 


Parrish 
also 
noted 
that 


everything is on record at the 
county auditor's office. "I don't 
have 
any 
other 
comment 


because the auditor's records 
can speak for themselves." 


Judge Nicholson also stated 


that through Xerox copies of 
public records he had found that 
there is no record that the 
county records are audited, at 
least quarterly, as required by 


law. The county auditor said, "I 
don't know exactly what he is 
referring to. Each county office 
turns in a monthly report which 
is audited and filed. Office 
holders then make their own 
deposits from their office and 
these deposits are 
checked 


against the monthly report." 


"As far as going into each 


individual office and auditing 
it— no, that has not been 
done." 


MBS WALKER added that 


she is "doing it like it has been 
done prior to the time I came to 
office. It's been done that way 
all these years, and if it's 
wrong, then none of us have 
known it." 


In 
regards 
to 
Judge 


Nicholson's finding that ex- 
pense accounts of county of- 
ficials have at times been paid 
without substantiation of hotel 
bills and other expense, the 
county auditor said that "for a 
whole, I think they are pretty 
well substantiated." "I would 
have to go back to all the reports 
and check, but each county 
official makes out an itemized 
expense list, including hotel 
bills." 


Judge Nicholson said that a 


law requiring the auditor to 
advertise 
bidding 
for 
any 


purchase of material for the 
county be advertised for at least 
once a week for two consecutive 
weeks has been "openly and 
blatantly disregarded." 


THE COUNTY auditor said 


her records would show when 
she advertised for bids and that 
"as far as my knowledge goes, 
the commissioners 
court is 


complying with that." She said 
it is her understanding that she 
only needs to advertise for 
things above a "certain price." 
Miss Walker said she did not 
know what that figure is.

TRA Okays 
Ennis Loan 


ENNIS—The 
Ennis 
City 


Council met in special session 
Monday afternoon to approve a 
contract with the Trinity River 
Authority, 
whereby 
the 


authority will loan $550,000 to 
Ennis to help finance sewage 
plant expansion. 


$550,000 is the city's 25 per 


cent share of expanding the 
sewage plant, a project that will 
cost a total of approximately 
$2.2 million, according to Ennis 
City Manager Hayden Routh. 
He said a grant from the 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency will pay 75 per cent of 
the cost. 


deserve" the pay increase. He 
said he would have proposed 
such a hike if he thought it 
would receive board approval. 


Lindsey proposed a $50 an- 


nual increase in the local 
portion of teachers' salaries. 
The proposal was made in 
accordance with a petition by 
the 
Corsicana 
Classroom 


Teachers' 
Association 
en- 


dorsing a $50 hike in 1974-75, 
according to Lindsey. 


The CTA proposal also calls 


for another $400 local increment 
increase in both 1975-76 and 
1976-77. Lindsey said those 
portions of the CTA proposal 
will have to be considered when 
budget preparations are made 
for those years. 


A separate 
CTA proposal 


called for a $450 increase in 
local increment in 1974-75. No 
action was taken concerning 
that proposal. 


MACO 
STEWART, board 


president, said he wants the 
teachers to know they are ap- 
preciated and that the board 
wants to pay them as well as the 
budget will allow. He said he 
would even consider "cutting 
back" in other areas of the 
budget to give the teachers a 
pay raise if necessary. 


Lindsey agreed, but noted 


that salaries constitute ap- 
proximately 80 per cent'of the 
school district's total budget. 
This makes cutting other areas 
"a real problem," he said. 


The trustees unanimously 


approved 
Lindsey's 
recom- 


mendation that all Language- 
Learning Disabilities (LLD) 
teachers in the system be of- 
fered one-year contracts sub- 
ject to availability of funds for 
the program. Lindsey explained 
the LLD program 
receives 


federal funding. 


The board also unanimously 


approved renewing contracts of 
all teachers in Corsicana's six 
elementary schools and two 
middle schools. All contracts 
except one, that of Wayne 
Kittrell, at Corsicana High 
School 
were 
approved 
for 


renewal. 


LINDSEY TOLD the board he 


is still studying the radio and 
television courses which Kit- 
trell teaches and recommended 


a delay on a decision concerning 
his contract. 


All contract renewals are for 


one year, according to Lindsey. 


The 
contract 
agreements 


were reached 
following 
an 


executive session which lasted 
more than four hours. Board 
President Maco Stewart said 
the closed session was for the 
purpose 
of discussing per- 


sonnel. 


All principals in the local 


school district attended the 
Tuesday meeting. Each prin- 
cipal attended a portion of the 
closed session. The board voted 
unanimously to bar the press 
and any other visitors from the 
closed session. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, the 


trustees 
considered 
a 


preliminary budget for the 1974- 
75 school .year. No definite 
action except 
increasing the 


local 
portion 
of 
teachers' 


salaries was taken on the 
budget. 


Lindsey proposed a 10 per 


cent "across the board" in- 
crease in salary for all ad- 
ministrators in the system. He 
noted minimum wage will also 
likely be increased by national 
legislation and the board should 
take this factor into budget 
consideration. 


Further 
consideration was 


postponed pending receipt of 
information 
from 
George 


Caperton, school tax assessor- 
collector, about potential 1974- 
75 tax revenue. 


The trustees approved hiring 


three persons at a maximum 
salary of $500 per month each to 
help Caperton prepare next 
year's 
tax 
evaluations. 


Caperton said the job — which 
will 
include 
establishing 


evaluation guidelines for all 
property in the school district — 
will require a minimum of three 
months. 


CONSIDERATION of setting 


actual rates for rural tax 
evaluations 
was 
postponed 


again, also pending Caperton's 
report. He is supposed to tell the 
board how much expense would 
be 
involved in 
completely 


reassessing all property in the 
school district if an "outside" 


professional appraisal service 
is used. 


Lindsey urged the board to set 


a rate for tax evaluations "as 
soon as possible" to allow the 
administration time to prepare 
the budget for the upcoming 
school year. 


Trustee Raymond Hampel 


told the board the special 
committee 
appointed 
by 


Stewart during the board's last 
meeting has come up with three 
persons to serve as the system's 
board of equalization. 


Hampel said he will not name 


those persons at this time 
because they have not yet been 
contacted. Stewart said the 
committee should contact the 
three persons to learn if they 
are interested in the job, then 
report back to the entire school 
board. 


TRUSTEES SANDERS and 


Dr. James Curington are also 
on the committee. 


In other action, the board 


officially 
designated polling 


places for the April 0 trustee 
election in which three openings 
will be filled. 
Euin Frank, 


election officer, said none of the 
balloting locations have been 
changed. 


Consideration of a "calen- 


dar" for the 1974-75 school year 
was postponed, pending [iirthe; 
study by Lindsey. The calendar 
he 
recommended 
Tuesday 


included a proposal to start 
classes on Aug. 13. The board 
unofficially disapproved. 


Board members Hampel, Dr. 


Curington, Dr. Kelly Burkhart 
and Mrs. Tom Bunch expressed 
opinions that classes 
should 


begin as close to Sept. 1 as 
possible. 


A REQUEST from Mclhavcn

Joe Seafe's Pact Not

In a 4-3 vote Tuesday, the 


Corsicana Independent School 
District's Board of Trustees 
would not renew the contract of 
Joe 
Seale, 
coordinator of 


federally funded programs, for 
next year. 


Following Supt. Joe Lindsey's 


recommendation that Scale's 
contract be renewed, the board 
said no in a roll call vote. 


Voting against renewal were 


Trustees Albert Sanders, Mrs. 
Tom 
Bunch, 
Dr. 
James 


Curington and Maco Stewart, 
board 
president. 
Trustees 


Raymond Hampel, Dr. Kelly 
Burkhart and Hugh Fullerton 
voted yes. 


Hampel voiced the motion 


that 
Scale's 
contract 
be 


renewed and Dr. Burkhart 
seconded it. 


Seale supervises all programs 


in the school district which 
receive 
federal 
funds, 
ac- 


cording to Lindsey. 


In addition to his duties as 


federal programs coordinator, 
however, Seale handles the 
James Collins Scholarships for 
the board. The school board 
members are designated as 
trustees for the trust fund which 
provides 
for 
the 
Collins 


scholarships. 


Lindsey said it is his un- 


derstanding 
the 
board's 


decision not to renew Scale's 
contract means he will also be 
relieved of his Collins duties. 
Lindsey said the board acted- 
strictly as trustees for the 
school district Tuesday, but he 
assumes the termination action 
will be carried through when 
they 
convene 
as 
Collins 


trustees. 


Efforts 
to 
contact Maco 


Stewart, board president, for 
clarification 
proved 
un- 


successful. 


Lindsey stressed he "cannot 


speak for the board," but he 
feels the termination is a 


JOE SEALE 


"parallel 
action," 
meaning 


Seale will not be rehired in 
either capacity. 


Lindsey noted that although 


Seale has only one contract for 
both jobs, his salary is paid 
from both federal funds and 
Collins funds. Lindsey said 
Scale's contract for his school 
duties calls for an annual salary 
of $9,000. 


Seale receives approximately 


$5,600 annually from Collins 
Funds, according to Lindsey, 
for his responsibilities in that 
area. 


Lindsey said an opening will 


exist within the school district 
for a coordinator of federal 
programs in 1974-75. He said all 
appropriations and salaries for 
the federal programs must be 
considered 
subject 
to 


availability of money, and he 
does not yet know what will be 
available for next vear. 


Dr. Curington and Sanders 


both declined comment when 
asked by The Daily Sun why 
they voted against renewal. 
Efforts to contact Mrs. Bunch 
and 
Stewart 
for comment 


proved unsuccessful. 


Hampel said he believes Seale 


is "doing a good job" for the 
school district and that he is 
qualified for the job. Hampel 
said he voted to renew Scale's 
contract just as the superin- 
tendent recommended. 


Dr. Burkhart said he feels the 


case is a "marginal situation" 
and he went along with Lind- 
sey's recommendation in voting 
to renew. 


Fullerton 
said 
he 
was 


following the recommendation 
of the superintendent in voting 
for renewal. 


Lindsey 
said 
Seale 
was 


named to the post as ;.'uor- 
dinator of federal programs 
early last year. He had been 
superintendent here.

The Corsicana Independent 


School District's 
Board of 


Trustees 
unanimously 
ap- 


proved a $150 local hike in 
teachers' salaries Tuesday. 


The local increment for the 


1974-75 school year will be $500 
annually, an increase of $150 
over the present $350 standard. 


The $500 boost is separate 


from an increase in teachers' 
base salaries scheduled by the 
state. A $600 "across the board" 
state pay raise will become 
effective in 1974-75. 


The state hike will make a 


teacher's minimum beginning 
salary $6,600. Minimum star- 
ting salary in Corsicana with 
both the state and local in- 
creases will be $7,100. 


Trustee 
Albert 
Sanders' 


motion for the $150 local pay 
increase 
was 
unanimously 


approved in a voice vote by the 
board. Supt. Joe Lindsey said 
the hike will cost the school 
district approximately $40,000. 


LINDSEY TOLD the board he 


feels the teachers "certainly

Commissioners 
Will Consider 


Judge's Findings 1 


County Judge Rob Dunn told the Daily Sun 


the Navarro County Commissioner's Court will 
consider District Judge Nicholson's statement 
recommending an outside audit of county 
records and his various findings at their next 
scheduled meeting, Monday, April 1. 


The judge said, "I believe there are errors on 


part of the district judge's findings. I'm 
studying his entire statement, and his com- 
ments involve more than me." He said he 
wished to reserve any other comments until the 
commissioner's open meeting Monday. 


JUDGE DUNN said that he feels "anything 


to say should be said in open court." 


Commissioner Arlon Simmons said, "After 


studying the judge's statements I feel that it 
would, not be appropriate to make any 
statements without the other members of the 
court present. I personally feel that all com- 
ments should come in an open commissioner's 
meeting. 


Commissioner J.A. Penny Jr. indicated he 


also felt any statements he has on the matter 
should be made before the commissioner's 
court. 


COMMISSIONER Billy Hargrove told the 


Daily Sun Tuesday he had no comment other 
than to say that Nicholson's statement needs to 
be studied some more. 


Commissioner Ellis Montgomery also said 


Tuesday he would need more time to study the 
matter before commenting. 


The commissioners and the county judge told 


The Daily Sun that Judge Nicholson and anyone 
who has a question or interest in the matter is 
welcome to attend the meeting. 


County Auditor Says Her Hiring 
Was Not on a Temporary Basis 


Second Petition Filed 
For Angus Beer Sale 


ANGUS—A second application has been 


filed with the county clerk by 15 Angus 
residents requesting that an election be 
called for the purpose of determining 
whether the "sale of beer for off-premises 
consumption" shall be allowed in the city. 


County Clerk Clyve Riddels said the 


persons desiring the local option election 
now have until April 25 to submit petitions 
with signatures from at least 35 per cent of 
the qualified voters in Angus. Riddels said 
he has determined there are 127 registered 
voters in the town. 


The application requesting the beer 


election was filed after a previous election 
request was turned down Monday because 
of insufficient addresses, and signatures 
which didn't coincide with voter registration 
cards of the petitioners, according to Rid- 
dels. 


Once the required petitions are submitted 


to his office, Riddels will be responsible for 
scheduling the local option election. 


House Against Busing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — By a resounding 293- 


117 vote the House has gone on record against 
busing of school children across district lines to 
overcome segregation. 


It adopted an amendment that would permit 


busing only after all other remedies have been 
tried an failed, then limit it to the school closest 
or next closest to the pupil's home. 


The amendment was added to a bill ex- 


tending the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act (ESEA), the largest federal 
school aid program. Senate action still is 
required.

County Auditor Mary Walker 


said today that District Judge 
Don Nicholson did not inform 
her that her two-year ap- 
pointment was on a temporary 
basis until he asked her to 
resign her position in Decem- 
ber. 


Judge Nicholson, in a paid 


advertisement in The Daily Sun 
Tuesday 
recommending 
an 


outside audit of county affairs, 
stated that he and Miss Walker 
had agreed she would be ap- 
pointed temporarily until he 
could 
find 
a 
suitable 


replacement. "It was my un- 
derstanding," 
Miss 
Walker 


said, "that my appointment was 
for two years. I would not have 
taken the position if it had been 
offered to me on a temporary 
basis." 


The county auditor told The 


Daily Sun last month that Judge 
Nicholson had asked her to 
resign 
"purely 
for 
selfish 


reasons." 


The county auditor said, 


"When the judge asked for my 
resignation he told me he had 
not intended that my ap- 
pointment be for two years. He 
said he had someone to replace 
me and if I didn't resign, he 
would fire me." 


MISS WALKER said she then 


handed in a resignation which 
she rescinded the next day after 
having contacted her attorney, 
David Ralston. She said her 
attorney advised her that he felt 
"her 
appointment 
would 


stand." 


The county auditor said she 


had not had time to read 
through all of Judge Nicholson's 
statement in the ad but that she 
had read "where he implies that 
he did me a favor by appointing 
me at a salary at twice what I 
was making. There was no 
increase in salary involved. I 
am earning more in my new 
position, but my appointment 
was at a salary that the 
outgoing county auditor was 
making, which was approved by 
the 
county 
commissioner's 


court." 


Miss Walker said she had not 


discussed the judge's statement 
with her attorney, but that she 
will do what he advises her. 
"It's all in David's hands, I 
really don't know whose move it 
is right now. I don't guess he's 
(Judge Nicholson) fired me; 
there's no official order to that 
affect." 


NICHOLSON asked in his 


statement that he be "acquitted 
of a charge" from the Business 
and Professional Women's Club 
of harassing Miss Walker. To 
this Miss Walker said, "When 
someone stages a five-week sit- 
in in your office, you can call it 
what you want, but it wasn't 
exactly pleasant to have an 
outsider watching every move 
you make, and that's what it 


turned out to be." 


The 
county 
auditor 
is 


referring to Joe Brooks who she 
says was appointed by Judge 
Nicholson to serve as assistant 
county auditor when she would 
not resign in order that Brooks 
be appointed as county auditor. 
Miss Walker dismissed Brooks 
after eight days of employment 
because she said the office did 
not need the extra help. 


Brooks then continued to sit in 


the office every day and at 
times go through the records, 
according to Miss Walker. 


Judge Nicholson included in 


his statement about the county 
auditor's appointment a listing 
of several findings from his 
investigations which he said he 
feels indicate that "Navarro 
County is not being operated in 
the manner required by law." 


THE 
COUNTY 
auditor 


disagreed 
with 
one 
of 


Nicholson's findings in which he 
states that Miss Walker in- 
formed him that she performs 
substantially all of the duties of 
the county treasurer, E. L. 
Parrish, and is paid privately, 
"or on the side," for performing 
this service. He stated that the 
"check and balance" of the 
funds being managed by the 
treasurer under the supervision 
of the auditor leaves that func- 
tion 
"unaudited 
and 
un- 


controlled." 


"Mr. Parrish does not pay me 


any money; he pays assistant 
county auditor Mrs. Ola Faye 
Jamison, to do 
the clerical 


work such as the detail of 
posting 
everything 
in 
the 


books," Mrs. Walker said. "He 
endorses all the checks himself 
and disburses the county tax 
money to all the constitutional 
funds supported by taxes." 


Parrish told the Daily Sun he 


pays Miss Walker $40 a month 
to perform "partial duties of the 
treasurer." He said she helps 
him with the monthly reports 
and he endorses the checks. 
Parrish also said, "I don't think 
this leaves the "check and 
balance" 
uncontrolled 
and 


unaudited because that's the 
way it's been done for years. 
That's all I know about it." 


THE TREASURER said he 


has been in the elected position 
"for the last 12 years" and that 
the county pays him $262 a 
month, from which he pays 
Miss Walker the $40. "It's ac- 
tually a part-time job set up for 
disabled people'.'Parrish said he 
himself is in a wheelchair. 


Parrish 
also 
noted 
that 


everything is on record at the 
county auditor's office. "I don't 
have 
any 
other 
comment 


because the auditor's records 
can speak for themselves." 


Judge Nicholson also stated 


that through Xerox copies of 
public records he had found that 
there is no record that the 
county records are audited, at 
least quarterly, as required by 


law. The county auditor said, "I 
don't know exactly what he is 
referring to. Each county office 
turns in a monthly report which 
is audited and filed. Office 
holders then make their own 
deposits from their office and 
these deposits are 
checked 


against the monthly report." 


"As far as going into each 


individual office and auditing 
it— no, that has not been 
done." 


MISS WALKER added that 


she is "doing it like it has been 
done prior to the time I came to 
office. It's been done that way 
all these years, and if it's 
wrong, then none of us have 
known it." 


In 
regards 
to 
Judge 


Nicholson's finding that ex- 
pense accounts of county of- 
ficials have at times been paid 
without substantiation of hotel 
bills and other expense, the 
county auditor said that "for a 
whole, I think they are pretty 
well substantiated." "I would 
have to go back to all the reports 
and check, but each county 
official makes out an itemized 
expense list, including hotel 
bills." 


Judge Nicholson said that a 


law requiring the auditor to 
advertise 
bidding 
for 
any 


purchase of material for the 
county be advertised for at least 
once a week for two consecutive 
weeks has been "openly and 
blatantly disregarded." 


THE COUNTY auditor said 


her records would show when 
she advertised for bids and that 
"as far as my knowledge goes, 
the commissioners court is 
complying with that." She said 
it is her understanding that she 
only needs to advertise for 
things above a "certain price." 
Miss Walker said she did not 
know what that figure is.

TRA Okays 
Ennis Loan 


ENNIS—The 
Ennis 
City 


Council met in special session 
Monday afternoon to approve a 
contract with the Trinity River 
Authority, 
whereby 
the 


authority will loan $550,000 to 
Ennis to help finance sewage 
plant expansion. 


$550,000 is the city's 25 per 


cent share of expanding the 
sewage plant, a project that will 
cost a total of approximately 
$2.2 million, according to Ennis 
City Manager Hayden Routh. 
He said a grant from the 
Environmental 
Protection 


Agency will pay 75 per cent of 
the cost. 


deserve" the pay increase. He 
said he would have proposed 
such a hike if he thought it 
would receive board approval. 


Lindsey proposed a $50 an- 


nual increase in the local 
portion of teachers' salaries. 
The proposal was made in 
accordance with a petition by 
the 
Corsicana 
Classroom 


Teachers' 
Association 
en- 


dorsing a $50 hike in 1974-75, 
according to Lindsey. 


The CTA proposal also calls 


for another $400 local increment 
increase in both 1975-76 and 
1976-77. Lindsey said those 
portions of the CTA proposal 
will have to be considered when 
budget preparations are made 
for those years. 


A separate CTA proposal 


called for a $450 increase in 
local increment in 1974-75. No 
action was taken concerning 
that proposal. 


MACO 
STEWART, board 


president, said he wants the 
teachers to know they are ap- 
preciated and that the board 
wants to pay them as well as the 
budget will allow. He said he 


- would even consider "cutting 
back" in other areas of the 
budget to give the teachers a 
pay raise if necessary. 


Lindsey agreed, but noted 


that salaries constitute ap- 
proximately 80 per cent-'of the 
school district's total budget. 
This makes cutting other areas 
"a real problem," he said. 


The trustees unanimously 


approved 
Lindsey's 
recom- 


mendation that all Language- 
Learning Disabilities (LLD) 
teachers in the system be of- 
fered one-year contracts sub- 
ject to availability of funds for 
the program. Lindsey explained 
the LLD program 
receives 


federal funding. 


The board also unanimously 


approved renewing contracts of 
all teachers in Corsicana's six 
elementary schools and two 
middle schools. All contracts 
except one, that of Wayne 
Kittrell, at Corsicana High 
School 
were 
approved 
for 


renewal. 


LINDSEY TOLD the board he 


is still studying the radio and 
television courses which Kit- 
trell teaches and recommended 


a delay on a decision concerning 
his contract. 


All contract renewals are for 


one year, according to Lindsey. 


The 
contract 
agreements 


were reached 
following 
an 


executive session which lasted 
more than four hours. Board 
President Maco Stewart said 
the closed session was for the 
purpose 
of discussing per- 


sonnel. 


All principals in the local 


school district attended the 
Tuesday meeting. Each prin- 
cipal attended a portion of the 
closed session. The board voted 
unanimously to bar the press 
and any other visitors from the 
closed session. 


IN OTHER BUSINESS, the 


trustees 
considered 
a 


preliminary budget for the 1974- 
75 school .year. No definite 
action except 
increasing the 


local 
portion 
of 
teachers' 


salaries was taken on the 
budget. 


Lindsey proposed a 10 per 


cent "across the board" in- 
crease in salary for all ad- 
ministrators in the system. He 
noted minimum wage will also 
likely be increased by national 
legislation and the board should 
take this factor into budget 
consideration. 


Further consideration was 


postponed pending receipt of 
information 
from 
George 


Caperton, school tax assessor- 
collector, about potential 1974- 
75 tax revenue. 


The trustees approved hiring 


three persons at a maximum 
salary of $500 per month each to 
help Caperton prepare next 
year's 
tax 
evaluations. 


Caperton said the job — which 
will 
include 
establishing 


evaluation guidelines for all 
property in the school district — 
will require a minimum of three 
months. 


CONSIDERATION of setting 


actual rates for rural tax 
evaluations 
was 
postponed 


again, also pending Caperton's 
report. He is supposed to tell the 
board how much expense would 
be 
involved in 
completely 


reassessing all property in the 
school district if an "outside" 


professional appraisal service 
is used. 


Lindsey urged the hoard to set 


a rate for tax evaluations "as 
soon as possible" to allow the 
administration time to prepare 
the budget for the upcoming 
school year. 


Trustee Raymond Hampel 


told the board the special 
committee 
appointed 
by 


Stewart during the board's last 
meeting has come up with three 
persons to serve as the system's 
board of equalization. 


Hampel said he will not name 


those persons at this time 
because they have not yet been 
contacted. Stewart said the 
committee should contact the 
three persons to learn if they 
are interested in the job, then 
report back to the entire school 
board. 


TRUSTEES SANDERS and 


Dr. James Curington are also 
on the committee. 


In other action, the board 


officially 
designated polling 


places for the April 
C> trustee 


election in which three openings 
will be filled. Euin Frank. 
election officer, said none of the 
balloting locations have been 
changed. 


Consideration of a "calen- 


dar" for the 1974-75 school year 
was postponed, pending 1'iirtlu'v 
study by Lindsey. The calendar

included a proposal to start 
classes on Aug. 13. The board 
unofficially disapproved. 


Board members Hampel, Dr. 


Curington, Dr. Kelly Burkhart 
and Mrs. Tom Bunch expressed 
opinions that classes should 
begin as close to Sept. 1 as 
possible.

Joe Seale's Pact Not

In a 4-3 vote Tuesday, the 


Corsicana Independent School 
District's Board of Trustees 
would not renew the contract of 
Joe 
Seale, 
coordinator 
of 


federally funded programs, for 
next year. 


Following Supt. Joe Lindsey's 


recommendation that Seale's 
contract be renewed, the board 
said no in a roll call vote. 


Voting against renewal were 


Trustees Albert Sanders, Mrs. 
Tom 
Bunch, 
Dr. 
James 


Curington and Maco Stewart, 
board 
president. 
Trustees 


Raymond Hampel, Dr. Kelly 
Burkhart and Hugh Fullerton 
voted yes. 


Hampel voiced the motion 


that 
Seale's 
contract 
be 


renewed and Dr. Burkhart 
seconded it. 


Seale supervises all programs 


in the school district which 
receive 
federal 
funds, 
ac- 


cording to Lindsey. 


In addition to his duties as 


federal programs coordinator, 
however, Seale handles the 
James Collins Scholarships for 
the board. The school board 
members are designated as 
trustees for the trust fund which 
provides 
for 
the 
Collins 


scholarships. 


Lindsey said it is his un- 


derstanding 
the 
board's 


decision not to renew Seale's 
contract means he will also be 
relieved of his Collins duties. 
Lindsey said the board acted- 
strictly as trustees for the 
school district Tuesday, but he 
assumes the termination action 
will be carried through when 
they 
convene 
as 
Collins 


trustees. 


Efforts 
to contact 
Maco 


Stewart, board president, for 
clarification 
proved 
un- 


successful. 


Lindsey stressed he "cannot 


speak for the board," but he 
feels the termination is a 


JOE SEALE 


"parallel 
action," 
meaning 


Seale will not be rehired in 
either capacity. 


Lindsey noted that although 


Seale has only one contract for 
both jobs, his salary is paid 
from both federal funds and 
Collins funds. Lindsey said 
Seale's contract for his school 
duties calls for an annual salary 
of $9,000. 


Seale receives approximately 


$5,600 annually from Collins 
Funds, according to Lindsey, 
for his responsibilities in that 
area. 


Lindsey said an opening will 


exist within the school district 
for a coordinator of federal 
programs in 1974-75. He said all 
appropriations and salaries for 
the federal programs must be 
considered 
subject 
to 


availability of money, and he 
does not yet know what will be 
available for next year. 


Dr. Curington and Sanders 


both declined comment when 
asked by The Daily Sun why 
they voted against renewal. 
Efforts to contact Mrs. Bunch 
and 
Stewart 
for 
comment 


proved unsuccessful. 


Hampel said he believes Seale 


is "doing a good job" for the 
school district and that he is 
qualified for the job. Hampel 
said he voted to renew Seale's 
contract just as the superin- 
tendent recommended. 


Dr. Burkhart said he feels the 


case is a "marginal situation" 
and he went along with Lind- 
sey's recommendation in voting 
to renew. 


Fullerton 
said 
he 
was 


following the recommendation 
of the superintendent in voting 
for renewal. 


Lindsey 
said 
Seale 
was 


named to the post as coor- 
dinator of federal programs 
early last year. He had been 
superintendent here.

A Consumer Strikes Back, and Turns the Battle Into Fun and Profit 
Instant Answers To Practically Anything Are Only a Flick of the Phone Finger Away

NEW YORK - 
(NBA) - 


While sitting in his doctor's 
waiting room, an hour past his 
appointment time, it dawned on 
Ralph Charell that he was being 
had. 


And 
he 
decided 
to do 


something: complain. When 
later 
he 
received 
the 


physician's 
bill, 
Charell 


responded with a bill of his own. 


"You kept me waiting an 


hour," he explained, "and I 
charge $50 an hour for my time. 
I will subtract your bill of $35 
from mine of $50. Doctor, you 
owe me $15." 


AUDACITY is second only to 


originality with Ralph Charell. 
As indeed it must be. Listed by 
the Guinness Book of Records 
as "The World's Most Suc- 
cessful Complainer," Charell 
uses intrepidity as a kind of 
commercial 
judo in a car- 


niverous marketplace where he 
believes the ordinary consumer 
is 
otherwise 
unilaterally 


disarmed. 


Usually, his shameless brass 


works. 
His personal 
and 


meticulously kept records in- 
dicate that in the past decade he 
has turned ordinary complaints 
— to department stores, to 
repairmen, to employers — into 
$75,000 profit. "That's above 
and beyond refunds and such 
things," he emphasizes, "the 
$75,000 is PROFIT. 


RENUMERATION has not 


always been monetary. In the 
case of the feud with his doctor, 
Charell's profit was merely 
better service: "He didn't pay 
me the $15 bill. But I can assure 
you the next time I had an 
appointment, he saw me on 
time." 


Usually, though, Charell feels 


his 
complaints 
warrant 


financial return. When he 
complained to a New York 
men's shop that three pur- 
chased suits did not fit, he not 
only got his money back but an 
additional $20 for cab-fare. 
When he griped to a hotel 
manager that his room was 
noisy, $200 was deleted from the 
account. When he was spattered 
with some harmless dust from a 
construction site he pressed 
successfully 
for 
$200 


"damages." 


OFTEN, CharelPs rewards 


have come with surprising 
simplicity. 
He 
says 
he 


sometimes 
orders mer- 


chandise, then sends a com- 
plaint immediately afterwards. 
This "Complain Now, Pay 
Later;; 
policy 
permits 


recriminations to begin with the 
solution instead of the problem. 
He claims goods which could 
normally be expected to arrive 
in months, this way arrives in 
days. 


More often, however, Charell 


finds he must match wits and 
stamina with unwilling mer- 
chandizers, industries, et al. 
Several years ago he com- 
plained to the New York 
Telephone Co. about a balky 
phone. When he requested a 
new number, he was turned 
down. For the next three years 
he bombarded the company 
with anger, records, pleadings 
— all to no avail. 


Finally, in desperation, he 


told the company that he was 
going to advise as many people 
in America as possible to fold, 
spindle and mutilate their 
computerized telephone bills, 
causing severe disruption of the 
company's accounting. He got a 
new number, and $208 com- 
pensation. 


HOWEVER easy or difficult 


the complaint fight, Charell 
insists he uses no special 
powers or muscle on his side. A 
non-practicing attorney, he 
does have some 
superior 


knowledge 
of 
the 
legal 


ramifications of consumer- 
company relations, but other 
than this he says anyone can do 
what he does and usually win. 


Actually, Charell would like 


to see everyone do what he does. 
He says most Americans are, 
by nature, 97-pound weaklings 
in consumer affairs. He says 
most people are brought up to 
be victims, to turn the other 
cheek or to be losers. 


He tells the story of the man 


paying hundreds of dollars for 
an advertised luxury cruise in 
the 
Mediterranean, 
which 


turned out to be a slave ship in 
which the man was chained to 
an oar; when the cruise finally 
neded, the man, a typical 
consumer, approached 
the 


organizer and said politely: 


"Excuse me, I've never been on 
a cruise before. How much does 
one tip the whipper?" 


CHARELL would turn the 


meek to bold; he wants the 
consumer to inherit his rightful 
deserts. What with services 
ever 
deteriorating, mer- 


chandise going from shabby to 


impossible, and bloated cor- 
porations retreating almost 
entirely from public contact, 
American consumers must 
fight back. 


"Everything," Charell says 


optimistically, "can be altered 
to the customer's advantage." 


He 
does 
not 
advocate 


outlandishness here. He says 


the primary foundation of 
successful 
complaining 
is 


correct complaining. "Be right. 
I never initiate a complaint 
unless 
it's 
completely 


justified." 


When the 
complaint 
is 


legitimate, Charell suggests 
perserverance, faultless record 
keeping and sophistication. 


"When you write to a company, 
use good stationery. Personally, 
I use a Tiffany brand. Nobody 
bothers with a bum." 


To be sure, Charell never 


plays the bum. Occasionally, he 
finds the best tact is to plead 
helplessness, this way a com- 
pany, official may "take pity on 
me — like an animal in a trap." 


BUT normally he takes more 


direct action. 


When he was informed once 


that his apartment building wan 
being torn down, thus the renter 
wanted to break the lease, 
Charell held out almost until the 
wrecker arrived. By so doing he 
raised the likelihood 
the 


massive construction 
project 


would be delayed at enormous 
cost to the builder and thus was 
able to negotiate a nifty $25,000 
settlement. 


Regardless of tactic, Charell 


has rarely lost a complaint. In 
fact, he has been so successful 
he may be reaching something 
of a grumbling anticlimax. His 
exploits in the gripe field have 


resulted in one book, dozens of 
television 
talk 
show 
ap- 


p e a r a n c e s , 
f i n a n c i a l 


satisfaction and a film company 
is considering a movie on his 
life. 
"Damn," 
he 
says, 


somewhat forlornly, "things 
are going so good for me I don't 
have anymore complaints." 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

tions of innocence may not always 
be convincing. Consider the case 
of a farmer who bought 24 
"chickens from a teenager who 
called al his farmhouse. 


In this case, the youth ap- 


proached the fitrrnhouse furtively 
,by way of a hack road. The price 
he asked was less lhan one-third of 
what Ihe farmer was used to pay- 
ing. And the hour was shortly past 
midnight. 


Although the farmer insisted 


afterward that he was "totally 
surprised" to learn the chickens 
had been stolen, a court chose not 
to believe him. 


Result: he was found guilty of 


receiving stolen properly. The 
court observed that the sale was 
made "al an hour unusual for 
honest transaclions." 


Of course, the major problem 


in this aiea is not the occasional 
purchaser but the professional 
"fence" who, by providing a regu- 
lar millet for stolen merchandise, 
encourages the thievery in Ihe lirsl 
place. 


Accordingly, most slates im- 


pose an extra responsibility on 
businessmen Who regularly buy 
and sell merchandise 16 wulch out 
for certain suspicious circum- 
stances. Thus a junk dealer, when 
offered an unusual bargain, may 
be required to ask more questions 
.aboul the merchandise than a one- 
time buyer. 


"The duty of diligent inquiry be- 


fore purchasing," said one court, 
"protects the junk dealers who 
buy in good faith and provides 
punishment for those-who do .not."

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White House Studies Subpoenaed Material; Deadline Friday

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon's lawyers are con- 
tinuing to sift through material 
subpoenaed by Watergate spe- 
cial prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
and have not yet recommended 
whether Nixon should turn the 
data over, a White House offi- 
cial said Tuesday. 


The official said Nixon has 


not seen the subpoena itself and 
has not discussed it extensively 
with the lawyers, but "this is 
very normal—he is aware the 
subpoena is here." 


The subpoena was served on 


the White House 12 days ago. 
The original deadline for re- 
sponding was Monday, but Nix- 


on's lawyers sought and obtain- 
ed an extension until Friday. 


The presidential aide, who 


asked not to be named, repeat- 
ed what other White House spo- 
kesmen have been saying— 
"there hasn't been a decision 
made" on whether to give Ja- 
worski the subpoenaed mate- 
rial. 


Like other officials, the aide 


would not discuss specifically 
what Jaworski is seeking. But 
in February Jaworski told Con- 
gress the President had refused 
his requests for tapes of 27 con- 
versations as well as other 
documents. 


Indications are that the sub- 


poena is for much of same ma- 
terial Jaworski requested ear- 
lier. 


The White House official said 


the President's lawyers are 
"sifting out the request"—his 
description of the subpoena 
—and said no recommendation 
has been made to the President 
because "you have to be sure 
you know its totality."

Harlow, asked about the 


Judiciary Committee's request, 
said he has not "heard of any 
compromises yet." 


Another congressional com- 


mittee, the Senate-House panel 
on internal revenue taxation, is 
now considering whether Nixon 


should have paid more federal 
income taxes and the official 
said he was "optimistic that fi- 
nal judgment is going to be 
reasoned and fair ... I am con-

business on the part of the 
President."

Suits Circle in Holding Pattern Over Regional Airport 


DALLAS (AP)-The world's 


biggest airport finally got off 
the ground in January only to 
find itself now in a sky filled 
with courtroom flak from the 
airlines. 


Apparently, airport planners 


never figured their airport jew- 
el out on the horizon would be 
spurned, as it has, by short-hop 
intrastate commuters who pre- 
fer the old Dallas Love Field 
located near the downtown dis- 
trict. 


Love Field is on the fringe of 


downtown Dallas, much easier 
to reach than the huge, new 
complex halfway between the 
two cities, and about 17 miles 
from both. 


The seed of controversy was 


planted in 1970 when the major 
airlines signed an agreement to 
move en masse from Dallas 
Love Field to the Dallas-Fort 
Worth Airport upon completion 
of the $700 million facility. 


Southwest Airlines, a three- 


jet intrastate commuter service 
formed afterthe agreement, re- 
fused to move its operations 
from Love Field, claiming it 
could not compete at the new 
airport with the bigger airlines 
for commuter passengers. 


Its decision had a snowball 


effect. 


Braniff International moved 


its operations to the new air- 
port but kept a commuter serv- 


ice at Love Field, too. Then 
Texas International got in line, 
announcing it would begin com- 
muter service from Love Field 
in mid-April. 


The situation became even 


more murky for the new air- 
port when American Airlines 
withheld some of its landing fee 
payments, a major source of 
revenue to pay off construction 
bonds, in an effort to get Dallas 
and Fort Worth to force Braniff 
and Texas International back 
into the fold. 


American followed up with a 


cross-action when the two cities 
named it as a party to the 
cities' suit against Braniff and 
Texas International. 


Delta Airlines has since filed 


an intervention suit to force 
Braniff and Texas International 
out of Love Field. 


Meanwhile, the 5th U.S. Cir- 


cuit Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans is studying appeal of a 
lower court decision which per- 
mits Southwest Airlines to re- 
main at Love Field. 


During the appeals hearing, 


Fort Worth City Atty. S.G. 
Johndroe Jr. argued Southwest 
Airlines sees itself as a gnat 
battling with giants. In reality, 
he said, the airline is a termite 
undermining the new airport. 


Earlier this week, the cities 


withdrew their suit against 
Braniff 
and 
Texas 
Inter- 


national, 
citing jurisdiction 


problems and complications 
caused by cross-actions and in- 
terventions. 


City officials will not say 


much about the status of the 
suits except that they plan to 
streamline their court attack, 
perhaps in state court. 


The suit withdrawn had been 


filed with the court of U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Eldon Mahon. 
Delta and American filed new 
suits Tuesday against Braniff 
and the cities to enforce the 
agreement.. 


The new airport was sched- 


uled to open last October but 
unfinished construction forced a 
delay until January. 


Freeport Superport Go-Ahead Said Likely

ANGLETON, Tex. (AP) - 


The executive director of the 
Texas Offshore Terminal Com- 
mission says construction of a 
super-port for huge oil tankers 
in the Freeport area could be 
stymied by a number of fac- 
tors. 


However, James Cross said 


Tuesday there is a 75 per cent 
chance the planned $400 million 
port will be built. 


He said the major holdup is 


agreement in Washington on a 
bill to authorize construction of 
such ports in international wa- 
ters. 


Cross spoke at a special 


meeting of the nine-member 


commission, one of several 
meetings the group is holding 
around the state for comment 
on the proposed facility. 


He said the Freeport facility 


would be 12 miles offshore, us- 
ing a system of floating buoys 
and a pipeline to shore. 


Cross said another factor that 


might affect the proposed Free- 
port facility are plans by Cor- 
pus Christi to dredge a deep 
channel to allow supertankers 
to dock at on-shore terminals. 


Daniel Bragg, a Texas A&M 


University professor, said there 
are only four ports in the 
United States that can accom- 
modate ships that draw more 


than 45 feet of water when fully'' 
loaded. The Gulf of Mexico 
presently has no such ports. 


Bragg said many ships draw 


GO feet and others with 100-foot 
drafts are being planned. 


Michael Huston of Arthur D. 


Little, Inc., a management con- 
sulting firm, said studies have 
been made to build a single 
port to serve both the Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts. He said that 
such a single port would se- 
verely affect the surrounding 
area, creating pollution and 
population problems. 


Huston said if a single port 


were built off Freeport, 16 refi- 
neries probably would be built.

Begins With Sign-up April 1 


The Rural Environmental 


Conservation Program (RECP) 
begins 
April 
1 when 
the 


Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS)— 
officed in the basement of the 
Navarro County Courthouse- 
will start receiving applications 
from persons desiring costr 
sharing help in establishing 
conservation projects. 


RECP replaces and modifies 


cost-share programs of past 
years, according to Will Jones, 
county executive director of 
ASCS. The program is aimed at 
solving critical 
farm con- 


servation problems such as 
erosion and pollution. 


"APPLICATIONS are to be 


made only on practices that are 
to be completed or carried out 
in the immediate future and not 
60 to 90 days later," Jones 
stresses. He said approval of 
the applications will be based on 
conservation needs, not a first 
come, first served basis. 


ASCS will determine if a 


particular 
conservation 


practice is needed and practical 
before granting approval, and 
before cost-shares are made 
available. The agency will also

formance 
practices 
eligibility 
met. 


Because of the lateness of the 


program, weather conditions

factors,

sharing will not be offered this 
year for the establishment of 
Bermuda Grass through the 
RECP program.

Down, Down, Down... Broilers Not Chicken 


Feed ... Citrus Crop Report Shows Decline. 


For the 17th consecutive month, milk production has 


shown a decline. In Texas, milk 
production during 


February dropped four per cent below a year ago, and 
seven per cent under a month ago. Milk production in 
Texas during February totaled 244,000,000 pounds. 


Milk production per cow averaged 700 pounds during 


February. This is 10 pounds below last year and 50 pounds 
below the previous month. 


Nationwide, milk production during February 


showed a three per cent decline. Production during the first 
two months of 1974 was three per cent below the 
corresponding period a year ago. 


Milk production per cow on a nationwide basis 


stabilized during February. Production per cow was 776 
pounds; this is the same as a year ago. But it is six per cent 
below January of this year. 


Milk cows on farms during February 
totaled 


11,227,000 head. This is down three per cent from the 
same month a year ago. 


Meanwhile, dairy price supports to become effective 


April 1 will be at the lowest level permitted by law-80 per 
cent. 


Continued high cost of production is the main reason 


for a continuing decline in milk production. 


For example, Texas dairymen paid .an average of 


$137 per ton for mixed dairy feed (16 percent protein) in 
January compared to $105 per ton in Tabruary of 1973. 


Texas dairymen paid an average of $86 per ton in 


February for baled alfalfa hay compared to $71 per ton in 
February of 1973. 


THE BROILER business in Texas is not chicken feed, 


according to a summary from the Texas Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service. 


Gross income from broilers in Texas during 1973 


totaled $146,221,000. This is an increase of more than 
$50,000,000 over 1972. 


Average price received for 1973 was 22.8 cents per 


pound liveweight. This is the highest average price since 
1955 when it was 25.5 cents per pound. The 1973 average 
price was 8.6 cents per pound higher than in 1972. 


Texas is in seventh place in the nation in the number 


of broiler chicks placed in 1973. Commercial broilers 
placed, in the state last year totaled 178,991,000. This is a 
three per cent decrease from 1972. 


The weekly high for placements was 3,994,000 


during the week of March 31; the lowest was 2,852,000 
during the week of October 27. 


Nationwide, a decrease of two per cent in broiler 


placements was noted in 1973 compared to 1972. The 
average price nationwide was 23.9 cents per pound. 


BASED on March 1 prospects, the Texas citrus crop 


is down slightly from a month ago. 


Virtually all of the grapefruit and most of the 


Valencia oranges have been harvested, although Valencia 
harvesting is expected to remain active during the 
remainder of the month. Most of the fresh market crop is 
expected to be picked by April 1. Many fresh market 
packinghouses plan to shut down as early as April. 


Citrus tree condition varies greatly throughout the 


Valley. Most groves are extremely dry and are requiring 
irrigation. 


Nationwide, the 1973-74 grapefruit is forecast to be 


down one per cent from the February 1 estimate and two 
per cent below last season. 


Lawyers Use White House Tapes in Defense of Mitchell, Stans

NEW YORK (AP)-For the 


first time in a criminal trial, 
lawyers for former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and one-time 
Commerce secretary Maurice 
H. Stans have had recourse to 
White House tapes of conversa- 
tions with the President. 


Transcripts from two of the 


tapes were used in a searching 
cross-examination Tuesday of 
ousted White House counsel 
John W. Dean III at the con- 
spiracy trial of Mitchell and 
Stans. So was a White House 
summary of a third tape. 


Dean was scheduled to testify 


again today. 


Mitchell and Stans are ac- 


cused of impeding a massive 
fraud investigation by the Secu- 
rities and Exchange Commis- 
sion against financier Robert L. 
Vesco, in return for his secret 
$200,000 cash contribution to 
President Nixon's 1972 re-elec- 
tion campaign. 


At one point Tuesday, Dean 


testified that he concealed from 
President Nixon a request last 
year from Mitchell for "action" 
by Mitchell's successor, Atty. 
Gen. 
Richard G. Kleindienst, 


against the federal grand jury 


that eventually indicted the two 
defendants. 


The testimony was based on 


a White House tape, as was 
subsequent testimony relating 
to Stans. 


The government charges that 


Stans tried to conceal Vesco's 
contribution by failing to report 
it under a new law that became 
effective April 7, 1972, three 
days before the money changed 
hands. 


Stans then was chairman of 


the Finance Committee to Re- 
Elect the President. It is his 
claim that he acted in accord 
with legal advice that Vesco's 
pledge of the money before the 
reporting deadline made the 
concealment legal. 


Referring to a White House 


conversation of Feb. 28, 1973, 
Dean was asked on cross exam- 
ination: 


"On that date, didn't you in- 


form the President of the 
United States, 'I think we have 
a good strong case that the do- 
nor of the money, Robert Ves- 
co, had relinquished control of 
the money and constructive 
possession of the money was in 
the hands of the finance com- 


mittee?'" 


"Yes, I did," Dean replied. 
But the government later 


asked: "Wasn't the basis of 
your statement to the President 
at that time what Mr. Stans 
told you?" 


"That is correct," repl 


Dean. 


Also at issue in the trial is 


whether Stans demanded that 
the $200,000 be in cash, so it 
could be traced less easily. One 
count of perjury against him is 
based on Stans' testimony be- 
fore the grand jury that he nev- 
er made such a demand. 


President Nixon's brother, 


Edward, was described in pros- 
ecution testimony as a go-be- 
tween in trying to pin down 
whether Stans wanted cash or 
checks. 


Dean was asked under cross 


examination, "Didn't you in- 


form the President that the 
long and short of it was that 
Vesco was after the President's 
brother to find out from Mr. 
Stans whether he wanted the 
contribution in cash or checks 


Senate Extends Cancer Research 


and Edward Nixon said Mr. 
Stans replied: 'I really don't 
care whether it is in cash or 
checks'?" 


"Yes, sir," replied Dean. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate passed a bill 89 to 0 
Tuesday to provide $2.76 billion 
for a three-year extension of the 
research program on cancer. 
The measure now goes to the 
House. 


The funds authorized would 


be increased sharply over the 
$1.6 billion provided for the first 
three years of the special 


cancer program. 


But the bill's sponsors, in- 


cluding Sen. Edward M. Kenne- 
dy, D-Mass., included in the bill 
a provision for a study of other 
health research programs. 


They said these had been cut 


back by the Nixon adminis- 
tration so that big increases 
could be made for cancer and 
heart disease.

informative telephone con- 
versation with J.B. Kirkpatrick, 
band teacher of Collin Middle 
School, concerning purple 
martin birds. Remember we 
mentioned them in last Sun- 
day's column thinking it was the 
time of year for them to arrive 
here to build their nests, raise 
their young, and, last but not 
least, to eat those pesky 
mosquitoes which have a habit 
of coming around in the spring. 


Mr. Kirkpatrick tells me he 


has done quite a bit of research 
and studied the habits of the 
purple martins for many years. 
I do wish I had had the time to 
go out and interview him, but 
time didn't permit. So when he 
called me, I just took notes. I 
hope my "quotes"'are correct. 
He is a fast "talker" and I've 
forgotten all the shorthand I 
ever knew. This will come as 
quite a surprise to Mable 
Mabry, also a retired school 
teacher. When she and I used to 
work at the Texas State Welfare 
Department in the early '40's I 
could take dictation at 120 
words a minute. Smile. 


BACK to the purple martins. 


Mr. Kirkpatrick said that you 
could time their arrival here 
around Valentine's Day, a few 
days before or a few days after. 


He has several houses in his 


backyard and they have 
already built their nests, and 
several eggs have been spotted 
through his telescope. Oh yes, 
he has a telescope to watch 
them build nests and the young 
to fly. 


According to Mr. Kirkpatrick 


the only time a purple martin is 
ever on the ground is to get mud 
to build its nest. Now I wonder 
where and how they get their 
water???? 


About five years ago Mr. 


Kirkpatrick put four purple 
martin houses around the 
baseball diamonds in Com- 
munity Park and one at the 
tennis court. During baseball 
season he went around the 
stands asking the spectators if 
they had been bitten by 
mosquitoes. The answer was 


UP UNTIL World War II, 


when insecticides became so 
popular, all farmers had purple 
martin nouses. Mr. Kirkpatrick 
said that he made a talk at a 
local civic club last year on the 
purple martin, and afterwards 
Hank Wyatt told him that he 
remembered that one of his 
chores as a boy on the farm was 
to clean the purple martin 
houses. 


When I asked him why the 


crows 
took 
over 
Henry 


Bowden's bird houses he said 
his idea was that Henry built the 
holes too large or that they were 
swallows who closely resemble 
the purple martin. 


An amazing fact that he told 


me was that they winter in the 
Amazon Jungle. 


Too, when the early explorers 


came to this country, they found 
that the American Indians used 
gourds. They hung them on 
trees about the villages for the 
birds to nest. 


NOW IF I can only find a 


farmer who raises gourds I'll 
have it made. I have so many 
trees in my back yard. 


When I was small and visited 


kinfolks who lived in the 
country they always had a 
gourd at the drinking well for a 
dipper to drink out of. 


Mr. Kirkpatrick invited me 


over to meet his family and 
have a cup of coffee some 
evening. He promised that I 
could have the privilege of 
looking through their telescope 
and watching their birds. That 
I'm looking forward to! 


Bye for now. Hope to hear 


from you by Sunday. See you 
then.

court rules, 
prepared 
and 


adopted by the Traffic Safety 
Council, states, "It is generally 
believed that a traffic court 
composed of young people to 
determine the guilt or in- 
nocence, and, in case of guilt, to 
fix the punishment in those 
cases where young are in- 
volved, will be beneficial to the 
City and community, and to 
the young people involved." 


Talking About 
Social Security 


People who earned over $2,100 


and get one or more monthly 
social security retirement or 
survivors checks in 1973 must 
submit an annual report of their 
earnings to social security by 
April 15, according to Richard 
Etter, 
social 
security 


representative in Corsicana. 


The report shows how much 


was earned in wages and self- 
employment income last year 
by people who got social 
security payments — as well as 
how much they expect to earn 
this year. 


"The report will be used to 


determine if people were paid 
the correct amount of social 
security benefits for 1973, and to 
adjust their monthly social 
security payments for 1974 
according to their estimated 
earnings," Etter said. 


FULL 
SOCIAL 
security 


benefits could be paid to eligible 
people in 1973 if they earned 
$2,100 or less for the year. No 
matter how much they earned 
for the year, they could be paid 
their 
full social 
security 


benefits for any month they 
earned $175 or less and didn't do 
substantial work in their own 
business. 
For 1974, the figures are 


$2,400 for the year and $200 a 
month.

"PEOPLE WHO file an an- 


nual report late or don't file one 
that's due may be penalized," 
he said. "A penalty means loss 
of social security benefits." 


People who were over 72 in all 


months of 1973 do not need to 
make an annual report for 
social security. 


People who get social security 


checks and have questions 
about the annual report or need 
a reporting form can call, write, 
or visit any social security 
office. The Corsicana office is at 
415 North 12th Street. The phone 
number is 874-8206. 


THE COURT would be known 


as the "Young Citizens Traffic 
Court of Corsicana," and would 
"hear evidence to determine 
the guilt or innocence of any 
person under 18 years of age 
who is charged with any 
violation." 


The youth court could not take 


jurisdiction away from the 
corporate court or the justice of 
the peace court, but would be 
used in instances where legal 
authorities are willing to en- 
trust the trial of an alleged 
offender to the court. 


A theory emphasized 
by 


Gappelberg and others is that 
trial and punishment of a young 
offender by a court composed of 
persons in the offenders own 
age bracket may be more ef- 
fective than a trial before legal 
authorities. 
The 
proposal 


provides that, in the event an 
offender fails to abide by the 
decision of the youth court, the 
charges will be returned to the 
city 
or state 
court 
for 


prosecution. 


THE 
PROPOSED 
court 


would consist of three students 
elected by the student council of 
Corsicana High School and 
three students elected by the 
student body of Navarro Junior 
College. Three judges would 
constitute a quorum for court 
procedures. "In addition to such 
student judges, the court shall 
have a law member, who must 
be the city judge, county court 
judge, or a justice of the peace, 
and such legal member shall 
not have a voice in the outcome 
of any trial, or the punishment 
levied, but shall act only in an 
advisory 
capacity," 
the 


proposal states. 


Once student judges 
are 


elected, 
they 
would 
be 


responsible 
for establishing 


offices within the system, such 
as chief justice and clerk. 


The youth court proposal 


provides, "Complaints may be 
lodged against any alleged 
offender by the chief of police, 
sheriff 
of Navarro County, 


constable, justice of the peace, 
Corsicana 
School 
superin- 


tendent, president of Navarro 
Junior College, or any judge of 
the court." 


PUNISHMENT may be a 


fine, which would be turned 
over to the Corsicana Police 
Department, "or by any other 
fair type of punishment that will 
have the effect of deterring a 
repetition of the offense." 


The rules also provide, "The 


punishment need not be an 
orthodox or common form of 
punishment used by the court- 
s," and "shall not be cruel, 
excessive or humiliating." 


Gappelberg reported that city 


and school officials contacted 
by the safety council have been 
very receptive to the youth 
court committee to further 
study the proposal and seek 
suggestions and comments 
from other city, school and 


county officials. 


THE IDEA of constructing a 


local motor cross park brought 
considerable response, with 
several indicating they would 
be in favor of such a project. 
The motorcycle committee was 
advised to study the feasibility 
of the park. 


Captain D. 0. Wilkerson of the 


Waco Department of Public 
Safety appeared before the 
council and visitors to explain 
the sport of motor crossing and 
offer advice. 


In motor cross, the cyclist 


tests his riding skill by following 
a winding dirt course over hills, 
through gulleys and creeks, and 
other 
rugged 
terrain. 


Generally, a lighter, stripped- 
down motorcycle or "dirt bike" 
is used in the sport. 


Wilderson suggested that if a 


motor cross course is provided, 
a special training area for 
beginning cyclists should also 
be made available, because 
there is a great need for cycle 
safety training. 


WILKERSON suggested that 


such a course be sponsored 
locally. He said Navarro Junior 
College might be considered as 
a sponsor. 


Asked by Corsicana resident 


Gerald Atkeisson if motor cross 
is a "fad" that will come and go, 
Wilkerson replied, "It depends 
on how the motor cross is 
managed." The cycle trailways 
must offer a challenge and 
continue to be interesting, he 
added. 


Police Chief Massey said the 


south side of Lake Halbert has 
been suggested as a motor cross 
site, but no details have been 
worked out. 


Guy Rushin, traffic safety 


coordinator, indicated the site 
may be available for motor 
cross use.

ported to the McLennan County 
sheriff. 


Two other men, James C. 


Mitchell, Mitchell's brother; 
and Lucious Mann, an employe 
of the theater chain, were ar- 
rested Tuesday night in Waco. 


All were charged with con- 


spiracy to murder and were 
freed on $10,000 bond each by 
Justice of the Peace Clarence 
Weikel. 


The 
complaint filed 
by 


Mclellan County Dist. Atty. 
Martin Eichelberger says the 


men, along with a fourth un- 
named person, conspired to kill 
Linda Mitchell of DeSoto, wife 
of Leroy Mitchell. The com- 
plaint says the fourth person 
was to have been furnished a 
gun, money and a car. 


The complaint lists March 19 


as the date of the alleged plot, 
but does not list a date for the 
alleged murder attempt. 


Mrs. Mitchell has not been 


harmed and is under DeSoto 
police protection. DeSoto is a 
Dallas suburb. 


Sources said the alleged plot 


stemmed from the Mitchell's 
divorce plans. 


An examining trial was ex- 


pected soon in the case. Eichel- 
berger said the matter would 
be taken before a grand jury 
April 11 if nothing happens be- 
fore then.
